A horse’s hoof recently gave Evo- 
- Jution a terrific kick. A fireman was 
shoveling coal into the engine of a 
| Nevada train when his eye fell upon 
' a peculiar lump. Thinking it was 
- some sort of a fossil, he gave it to Mr. 


John T. Reid, a scientist of Lovelock, 
Nevada. Mr. Reid recognized it at 
once as being the fossil of a horse’s 
hoof. He traced it back to a coal de- 
posit classified by evolutionary geolo- 
gists as the Cretaceous period. Evo- 
lutionists say that the modern horse 
descended from a little animal some- 
thing like a rat which originated in 
the Eocene period. They call the rat- 
like horse, The Eohippus, and say that 
his toes gradually disappeared, one by 
one, until the hoof appeared. But here 
is a horse’s hoof found in Nevada in 
Cretaceous formation which according 
to evolutionists, is thousands of years 
older than Eocene strata.

The epidemic of suicide in the 
American universities is due to athe- 
ism inculcated by the teachings of 
the university itself. Fourteen men 
of university grade in various parts 
of the nation have committed suicide 
within the past sixty days, and some 
of them have been frank enough to 
ascribe the cause, 


It is amazing to read the utterances 
of some university authorities con- 
cerning the causes of self-destruction 
by men of normal minds. They re- 
veal either gross stupidity or rankest 
insincerity. It is not necessary to go 
beyond the class room of the univer- 
sity itself, to find the cause of this 
epidemic. 


The system of education in this 
country at present is such as to invite 
suicide and encourage it. It is en- 
tirely lacking in a spiritual basis, and 
is wholly mechanistic and devoid of 


. the fumeceietal need of the human 


soul. 


The Reason Why 


A eomplete transfer from the 
pluralistic conception of life to the 
monistic has taken place within the 
past decade. This conception pro- 
ceeds from the single cell theory ac- 
counting for creation, including man 
on a naturalistic basis, which is pagan. 

The pluralistic conception affirms 
the natural and the supernatural and 
puts into the soul of man aspiration 
and inspiration. It teaches deep rev- 
erence for life as it is and what it 
may become when linked with deity 
or the supernatural. 


Godlessness and immorality is on 
the increase in our schools because of 
the denial in the class room of the 
supernatural and its power in the life 
of man. Atheistic professors are 
damning the souls of young men and 
women. The most subtle methods are 
employed by the faculties to hold up to 
ridicule faith in the Bible and the 
supernatural experiences of the soul. 


These professors are committed to 
the same task as that to which the 
American Association for the Ad- 
vancement of Atheism is committed.

Godless faculties in our university 
system are producing moral and 
spiritual Bolsheviks a thousand times 
faster than the agents of communism 
about which our State Department is 
alarmed.

P “Modern Science, Jonah and 

the Whale” is the subject on 
| which Mr. Rimmer writes this 
month. This scientific discus- 
sion of this mooted story should 
eonfirm the faith of Christians 
in the scientific exactness of the 
Sacred Scriptures. 





Among the many criticisms offered 
against the doctrine of the scientific 
accuracy of the Bible, the one most 
» frequently advanced is the objection to 
the story of Jonah and the Whale. 
The account has been called “the 
greatest fish story of history,” and 
many men who have never studied 
the narrative claim it is the most out- 
standing weakness of the entire Bible. 


The book of Jonah consists of four 
chapters with a total number of only 
forty-eight verses. It can be read in 
less than five minutes by the average 
reader. The entire book of Jonah 
would be accepted, even by the mod- 
ern critic, if we would expurgate two 
verses. The first of these disputed 


"passages is the last verse of the first 


chapter, and the other one is the last 
verse of the second chapter. 


The first chapter of the book of 
Jonah recounts how God’s wrath was 
kindled against Nineveh because of 
its outstanding sin. God sent a mes- 
sage to the prophet Jonah instructing 
him to proceed to Nineveh and testify 
concerning the coming destruction of 
the city with all of its inhabitants. 
Instead of going to Nineveh, Jonah 
’ found a ship that was going to Tarsh- 
» ish, and fled from the direction of 
Nineveh as fast as he could travel. 
- As Jonah was seeking to flee from 
- God’s appointed task, a mighty storm 
arose. When the men of the ship 
‘earned that this storm came upon 
them because of Jonah, at Jonah’s 
behest, they cast him overboard, to 
save their own lives, they jeopardized 
his. 

- This brings us to the disputed verse 
' given in these simple words, “Now 

the Lord had prepared a great fish 
- to swallow up Jonah, and Jonah was 

- in the belly of the fish three days and 
three nights.” 


In the second chapter of Jonah, the 


_ first nine verses deal with the prayer 


that Jonah prayed from the depths of 
this sea monster. The tenth and final 
verse of the chapter, says, “And the 
Lord spake unto the fish and it vom- 
ited Jonah upon the dry land.” 


I have quoted these verses from the 
authorized edition of the English 
Bible, as this edition is familiar to 
more people than any other.

The Prophet Jonah is an Interesting 
Character 

The school of higher criticism, un- 
able to swallow the tale of the fish, 
has said that Jonah was a legendary 
hero of Jewish folklore and fable. 
The contrary, however, is true. Jonah 
was a real character. This may read- 
ily be attested by an appeal to a book 
of pure history. The books of the 
Kings among the Hebrew people were 
historical records. In II Kings 14:25, 
there is a historical reference to the 
prophet Jonah that authenticates his 
character and gives him an established 
background. In this one verse of 
Scripture, the father of Jonah is 
named, thus giving his genealogy. 
The place of his residence is told, the 
king who ruled when Jonah was alive 
is mentioned by name, and history 
here attests that some of his pro- 
phecies were fulfilled in the reign of 
that king. So from this historial 
reference we see that Jonah was a real 
character. 


There is an even more reliable evi- 
dence of the historicity of Jonah than 
this book of Jewish history. I refer 
to the conclusive testimony of the 
Lord Jesus Christ. 


The Lord Jesus Christ was betrayed 
in the house of His friends by one of 
His followers. Today He has many 
so-called friends who by their infidel- 
ity and unbelief reenact the drama 
of Judas, but unbelieving friend and 
disbelieving enemy alike are united 
in their praise of the character of this 
Man. Not even his enemies impugn 
His veracity, so with a great deal of 
assurance, I turn to His testimony 
concerning the historicity of the man 
Jonah. In the twelfth chapter of 
Matthew, verses 38-41, I find that 
Jesus Christ made two references to 
Jonah as a historical character. He 
gives the experience of Jonah as a 
type of His own burial and resurrec- 
tion, stating that the only sign His 
generation would receive was the sign 
of the prophet Jonah. I cuote His 
words: “As Jonah was three days and 
three nights in the belly of the sea 
monster, so must the Son of Man be 
three days and three nights in the 
depths of the earth.” 


The second reference to the histor- 
icity of Jona’: in the teaching and 
preaching of Christ was the mention 
of the repentance of Nineveh. Again 
I quote His words: “The men of 
Nineveh shall rise up in judgment 
against this generation, and shall con- 
demn it because they repented in the 
presence of Jonah, but behold, a great- 
er than Jonah is here.” 


The Fish 

I suppose it is only natural that 
every man will investigate any ques- 
tioned case from the view point of 
his own preconceptional prejudice. It 
might be that I was not able to make 
a fair examination of the story of 
Jonah because I came to the study of 
the account with a strong belief that 
the account was true. 


That was be-- 


cause I had previously read the tes- 
timony of Jesus Christ, whose Word I 
unhesitatingly accept upon any ques- 
tion of which He speaks. Even with- 
out the testimony of Jesus, I would 
be inclined to believe the story of 
Jonah was true because the infidel 
and the atheist are united in denying 
it. I confess to a mental revulsion 
against such company, and almost 
automatically accept what they re- 
ject. I have noticed in these years of 
scientific study that atheism and infi- 
delity never investigate or conduct re- 
search except under the prejudice of 
unbelief. Whenever an atheist starts 
out to investigate or study a matter 
with an absolutely closed mind, the 
whole attempt revolves itself into an 
effort to disprove the subject he is 
er: The infidel is almost as 
ad. 


There is, however, no counter ex- 
planation to this account of the 
strange experience of Jonah that will 
satisfy the inquiring mind if we rule 
out the super-natural. One critic says 
that Jonah had a bad nightmare and 
that when he awakened, he wrote his 
dream. Another critic says that the 
entire book of Jonah is a simple fabri- 
cation that none of the incidents are 
historical. One weird near thinker 
states that when Jonah was cast over- 
board from the ship, he was picked 
up by a vessel following. This second 
ship had as a figurehead the image of 
a fish. When the men in the first 
ship saw the rescue of Jonah by this 
ship, they said that he had been swal- 
lowed by a monster of the deep. But 
the Bible simply and literally states 
that a sea monster that God had pre- 
pared swallowed Jonah. 


I call your attention now to the 
phrase “that God prepared.” The 
whole argument must turn upon those 
words. ‘The question is raised, “Is 
God able to prepare a fish that would 
accommodate a man and keep him 
alive for as long as_ seventy-two 
hours?” If God cannot do this, then 
He is indeed tremendously inferior to 
man. Recently a company of finite 
men, who had some small engineering 
skill, built an iron fish. Twenty men 
entered this iron fish and remained 
under water for twelve days and 
twelve nights. At the end of that 
time they came to the surface again 
to replenish their supplies of food and 
oxygen. This iron fish sent them 
forth on the dry land for a _ period 
of relaxation. Again twenty men en- 
tered this iron fish and descended in- 
to the deep. Of course, they called 
this man-made fish a submarine, and 
nobody doubted the ability of men 
of mechanical and mental ingenuity to 
construct such a fish. They are com- 
mon today. 


How weird it seems to us who think 
things through that men see the evi- 
dence of man’s power to work these 
so-called miracles, and will yet deny 
the same degree of power to God!

nowhere says that Jonah’s host was a 
whale. In the book of Jonah in the He- 
brew language, the word there trans- 
lated “fish” is the Hebrew word “dag.” 
This word appears in the Oid Tesia- 
ment nineteen times, and is transiated 
on each occasion “fish.”’ We know, of 
course, that the whale is not a fish, 
so if the Scripture in the Hebrew text 
says that a fish swallowed Jonah, the 
whale is ruled out at once. The whale 
is a mammal... It follows the order of 
viviparous birth. It suckles its young 
and is a warm blooded animal. It 


would be scientifically incorrect to — 
In the - 


speak of the whale as a fish. 
King James’ version of the New Tes- 
tament there is an incorrect transla- 
tion that makes this fish appear as a 
whale. Jesus did not say that Jonah 
was three days and three nights in the 
whale’s beily. The transiators, in 
dealing with this passage in the’ or- 
iginai Greek used the word whale be- 
cause it was the only sea creature they 
knew that was big enough to suit 
them. The word, however, is “ketos” 
—and literally means a monster of the 
deep. The Hebrew word ior whale is 
“tannin.” The Old Testament Scrip- 
ture says that Jonah was swallowed by 
a great “dag.” The New Testament 
says that he was picked up by a 
“ketos,”’ and nowhere does the original 
writing say that this was a whale. 


The old and New Testaments both 
agree that a fish or a monster of the 
deep received Jonah into its capacious 
maw where he resided for three days 
and three nights. But let us suppose 
that the creature of the deep was in 
every fact a whale. it would stil be 
reasonable and scientificaliy demon- 


strable that a whale could have swal- — 


lowed Jonah. 


The Whales Constitute the Genus 
Cetacea 


us is divided into two gen- 
eral groups, the first of which is com- 
posed of all whales that are known 
as Denticete. These are the whales, as 
their name suggests, that are armed 
with teeth. Most of this variety do 
not have teeth on both jaws, but they 
have several strong, weil-defined teeth 
in their lower jaw which iit into sock- 
ets in the upper jaw. They use these 
teeth for tearing loose their food and 
crushing squids and preparing them 
for the first steps of digestion. The 
sperm whale, for instance, which is 
a monster that often reaches a length 
of sixty and sixty-five feet, has forty- 
four teeth in the lower jaw but sockets 
only in the upper. He has an extremely 
small throat. He chews his food and 
crushes it. It is evident at once that 
this whale could not have swallowed 


Jonah because of his custom of chew- 
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us. bly this type of 
re em ae gk 
of commercial pursuit, gave rise to the 
current belief that NO whale could 


swallow Jonah. 


There is another whale of this same 
type the Denticete, known as the 
ttle nosed” or “beaked” whale. Its 
scientific name is Tiphiide. This is a 
small whale not over thirty feet long, 
but although this whale is only half 
the size of the sperm whale, it has a 
throat big enough to swallow a man. 
However we exclude this whale from 
being Jonah’s host because it also is 
armed with teeth and chews its food. 


I do not desire to make this study 
technical, and so I will pass on to say 
that the other type of whale is known 
as the Mysticete.. This group is com- 
posed of the whale that have no teeth. 
In place of teeth they are equipped 
with whale bone plates, called Ba- 
laena. These plates form the sieve 
through which the food of the whale 
is strained. These plates vary from 
eighteen inches in length to twelve 
feet in some cases. One particular 
whale of the order mysticete has 
plates that are eighteen inches in 
width at the juncture with the jaw. 
They taper down to about the width of 
the hand and become finally attenu- 
ated, something after the order of the 
straws in a whisk broom. The ends of 
the upper and lower balaena join in 
the center of the mouth, forming a 
sieve, thru which the food is strained, 
as stated above. 





This whale has a curious habit in 


feeding. He opens his mouth, sub- 
merges his lower jaw, and rushes 
through the water at a terrific speed. 
When he has filled his gigantic 
mouth, he closes his jaw and curls 
back his lips. By a muscular pressure 
of the tongue, he forces the water 
out of his mouth, straining it through 
his balaena or plates. When the water 
is all excluded, the whale swallows 
whatever is left in his mouth. Some 
of these creatures are armed with 
these plates to the number of three 
hundred on each side. The balaena is 
the source of the whale bone of trade. 
These whales migrate from sea to sea, 
and since all seas connect somewhere, 
they may be found in their migrations 
and wanderings in strange, out of the 
way places. , 


It is in this order of whale that th 
very largest types are found. They 
form a fascinating field of study. 

The whale’s stomach is complex, 
having from four to six chambers or 
compartments, in any one of which a 
small colony of men could be readily 
accommodated. 


We have records that show the 
whale has proved itself host to var- 
ious living cratures. The whale is an 
air breathing mammal and cannot live 
without oxygen. This oxygen it has to 
get somewhere above the water. It 
has in its head a wonderful air stor- 
age chamber. This air chamber is an 
enlargement or development of the 
nasal sinus, and in a very large whale, 
this air chamber would measure four- 
teen feet long by seven feet high, and 
seven feet wide. 


Dr. Ransome Harvey recounts that 
a friend of his, weighing two hundred 
pounds, climbed from the mouth of a 
dead whale into this chamber. If the 
whale takes into its mouth any object 
too big to swallow, it thrusts it up into 
this air chamber. If he finds that he 
has a large object in his head, he 
swims to the nearest land, lies in shal- 
low water, and ejects it. 


Recently in the “Cleveland Plain 
3 an article quoting Dr. 














Ransome Harvey, who says that a dog 
was lost overboard from a whaler. It 
was found in the head of the whale 
six days later and alive, none the 
worse for its unnatural journey. This 
quotation from the “Cleveland Plain 
Dealer” was recently copied by the 
“Sunday School Times” and caused a 
great deal of comment. 


At any rate it may easily be seen 
that a man would have no difficulty 
remaining alive for three days and 
three nights in an air chamber as ex- 
tensive as this, containing 686 cubic 
feet of space. 


But let us not forget our original 
propostion that it may not have been 
and probably was not a whale. There 
are sharks that swim the sea that 
would come under the restricted mean- 
ing of the Hebrew word “dag,” for 
these sharks are fish. 


The late Dr. A. C. Dixon stated that 
in a museum at Beirut, there is the 
head of a shark big enough to swal- 
low the largest man that history re- 
cords. Dr. Dixon also recounts in- 
stances where the white shark of the 
Mediterranean had swallowed a whole 
horse. This same monster of the 
deep swallowed a reindeer minus only 
its horns, and in another Mediterran- 
ean white shark upon its capture in- 
vestigators found a whole sea cow, 
about the size of an ox. 


So we come to the point of this en- 
ire discussion. Is there any crea- 
ure that swims the deep sea whose 
natural feeding habits and whose en- 
tire morphology would make him a 
logical host for Jonah? As far as I 
know, there is only one, but I am 
happy to state that there is one. This 
is a shark which is known as the 
Rhineodon Typus. It is called var- 
iously the “bone shark” the “Indo-Pa- 
cific shark,’ and the “whale shark.” I 
presume that the latter is its com- 
monest name. Recently off the Coast 
of Florida a specimen was captured 
and exhibited about the country and 
finally sent to the Smithsonian Insti- 
tute. This was a comparatively small 
specimen, being thirty-six feet in 
length. 


This shark gets its common name, 
the “Whale Shark,” from the fact that 
it has no teeth. Sometimes it reaches 
the length of fifty feet; and one ac- 
count tells of the largest specimen 
captured, seventy feet in length. This 
shark has no teeth. It feeds like the 
whale, straining its food through great 
plates in its mouth. It has a capa- 
cious maw and could readily swallow a 
man. The question arises, What 
would become of this man in the 
course of three days? 


Recently in the Literary Digest, I 
read an interesting account of an Eng- 
lish sailor who was swallowed by a 
shark of this type. Forty-eight hours 
later, the shark was killed by some of 
the man’s companions who had hunted 
it incessantly. They dragged the 
shark to the beach and cut it open 
to give him honorable burial. To their 
surprise, they found him alive, but 
unconscious. He was a few hours in 
the hospital and then was released, ap- 
parently none the worse for his ex- 
perience, save for the loss of his hair 
and some blisters on his skin. The 
man said that the only inconvenience 
he suffered was tremendous fright; 
that every time he regained conscious- 
ness and realized where he was, he 
fainted again. I have written to some 
English scientists for affidavits in 
confirmation of this account, and 
while waiting this further material, 
I can only quote the Literary Digest 
for the source of this account,

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The Evolutionary Maze

Evolutionist historians begin with 
Aristotle and attempt to make him the 


' eorner-stone of their theory, but the 
| fact is that Aristotle neither believed 
| that life could come from lifeless mat- 


ter nor did he accept the idea of any 
transmutation of species. He drew 


| attention to the many variations 


within the species, and, in no sense, 
was he an evolutionist, since he held 
that each kind of animal was cre- 
ated for a definite and distinct pur- 
pose by the Creator. 

But some of the Greek writers pro- 


| pose theories of an evolutionary char- 


acter somewhat similar to those held 
today in broad outline. They con- 
eeived a primal matter from which 
all things have descended. 

From the death of Archimedes 212 
B. C., until about 1600 A. D., there 
elapsed a period of 1800 years of bar- 
renness of thought along scientific 
lines. Galileo at the end of the six- 
teenth century laid the foundation for 
the nebular hypothesis of Laplace and 
Kant, which as a form of organic evo- 


‘lution paved the way for the later 


doctrine that life also is progressive. 

The first attempt to adopt the 
mechanistic theory to an explanation 
of the universe was made by Descar- 
tes. He first identified substance 


with space, and then considered space 


itself a continuum which later became 
the model for the luminiferous aether. 

The different kinds of matter and 
the various phenomena he attributed 
to different forms of whirling motion 
in this “continuum.” He also attempted 
to explain life on the same basis. He 
proposed the idea of animal auto- 


- matism, the movements ahd sensations 


of animals being wholly the result of 


- mechanical stimuli, and not of intelli- 


“gence and will. He even asserted that 
animals, because they were mere ma- 
chines, felt no pain. This part of his 
theory fell dead until it was revived 
by Huxley, one of the fathers of mod- 
ern evolution. 

Descartes, having thus extended the 
principle of mechanistic monism from 
the inorganic world to include plants 
and animals, he at this point, makes 
a break by introducing a soul, just as 
Huxiey proposed a break in natural 
evolution at the point when man at- 
tained self-consciousness and_ the 


power of inhibition. 


The foremost leader against the 


E mediaeval attitude of deductive phil- 
_ osophy was Francis Bacon. 


He advo- 
cated. a new scientific, or inductive 
method of philosophy in his great 
work “Instauratio Magna” published 


in 1620. 


He criticised the faulty and unsys- 
tematic efforts of those who work ac- 
cording to their personal impulses and 


frequently experiment in order to 


verify. He believed in a steady ad- 
vance along predefined lines by an 
association of scientists, whose sole 
object should be the progress of 
knowledge. 

As a beginning of this plan, Bacon 


' classified the sciences and allotted 


to each the problems it was best fitted 
to solve. The next step should be to 


' collect and verify all data known 


about each problem, and from that 
point devise and carry out new experi- 
ments. When sufficient data are ac- 


: cumulated, their classification in laws 


will necessarily follow. 
- This new method made an end to 


the almost purely deductive method 
' of the Greeks, and, while science does 


% 
a" 


sake use of unverifiable hypotheses 
of a deductive character, the main em- 
phasis is now placed on the inductive 
method. 

Undoubtedly, biology and evolution 
were indirectly advanced to sciences 
by Bacon because he proposed to treat 
organic phenomena on a rational ba- 
sis, to the exclusion of the miraculous. 
By him men were prepared to look 
upon life as a rational problem, and 
explainable without the intervention 
of God. 

Among the critics of the Baconian 
method, is Huxley. As stated by Prof. 
L. T. More, in his “Dogma of Evolu- 
tion,” which is used as the basis of this 
paper: 

“One cannot but suspect that Huxley thus 
condemned a too strict adhesion to Bacon’s 
inductive method because he, himself, was 
passionately determined to ‘put over’ Darwin’s 
hypothesis of Natural Selection as a sufficient 
cause for evolution, although he knew and 
had stated, that it did not rest on an adequate 
basis of observation and experiment and, today, 
we find it discarded as an unverifiable hypothe- 
sis. Someday men will learn that hypotheses 
cannot be avoided, but they are to be used only 
as a confession of ignorance, and never be 
permitted to stand in the way of the certain 
and sure progress of induction. yen ae 
return to the sober and wholesome method 
of Bacon would do us a world of good. Our 
debauch of evolution, of aethers, and of elec- 
trons is fast carrying us back into the state of 
mediaeval absurdities.” 


Just at this time, there commenced 
a systematic study of the rocks and by 
the year 1700 a knowledge of the fos- 
sil contents of the rocks had made 
considerable progress. Then began 
the development of the evolution doc- 
trine. 

While many of the leading writers 
of the time admitted freely that the 
geological changes must have been 
caused by the Deluge of Noah, there 
gradually arose a class of men, like 
Lehmann, Fuchsel, Arduino and Comte 
de Buffon, who having caught the 
prevailing skepticism of the day, de- 
nounced with scorn the idea of a uni- 
versal Deluge. They set about to ex- 
plain the geological deposits as the 
work of numerous long ages and revo- 
lutions, one after another, prolonged 
over immense peroids of time. 

As the great geologist, George Mc- 
Cready Price writes in his book, “Back 
to the Bible,” p. 66: 

“For over a century it was the fashion to 
begin every geological discussion by starting 
with some fanciful hypothesis about the origin 
of our planet or of the universe. And this 
crude unscientific method has survived even to 
our day; so that ordinary text-books on geol- 
ogy, instead of starting with the present condi- 
tion of things, the living species of plants and 
animals, including man himself, and working 
backward into the past by framing a truly 
Baconian induction from the sum total of all 
the available facts all over the globe, still start 
with the pretty story of how the earth was 
once thrown off from the sun, and after cool- 
ing from a red-hot state, gradually developed 
the lower forms of life, then higher and still 
higher forms, until finally the modern spe- 
cies of plants and animals appeared on the 
scene.” 


The ancient Hindus indulged in va- 
garies about Brahm hatching the uni- 
verse from the sacred egg, but their 
view of things does not appear any 
more ridiculous than that taught in 
these modern text-books, and taught 
in the name of science to our boys and 
girls throughout the civilized world. 
These teachers affirm that this won- 
derful transformation of the earth 
took place by simple gradual every- 
day processes, apparently unconscious. 
This cosmogony has no claim to true 
science, and is based wholly upon 
crude subjective speculations rivalling 
those of the Hindus or Chinese. 


Buffon propounded a scheme of 
seven “epochs,” which is the founda- 
tion of modern evolutionary geology. 
Other influential writers at the same 
time were Werner, William Smith 
and Cuvier. 

A. G. Werner, whose field observa- 
tions were limited to the Erz Moun- 
tains and the neighboring parts of 
Saxony and Bohemia, lived from 1749 
to 1817. He taught that various min- 
eral coats, shales, sandstones, lime- 
stones, etc., circled the whole globe 
like the coats of an onion. 

William Smith (1769-1839) substi- 
tuted the idea of identifying the en- 
circling strata or “onion-coats” by 
their fossil contents, rather than by 
their mineral formation. 

Baron Cuvier (1769-1832) was the 
greatest scientist of his day and seems 
to have developed the same idea as 
Smith, namely, that the fossiliferous 
strata are in the form of onion-coats. 
This idea is still found in all the text- 
books of science and dominates the 
whole science of geology, although it 
has been abundantly disproved. 

Cuvier and others of his day taught 
that each of their assumed successive 
ages had terminated in a great world 
catastrophe, in which all the species 
then living had perished and had been 
buried in the rocks, the Biblical De- 
luge having been, perhaps, the last of 
the series. 

About 1830 Charles Lyell issued his 
“Principles of Geology” in which 
he taught that, instead of these suc- 
cessive catastrophes, only the com- 
mon, everyday changes now going on 
in the earth, sea, and air, had oper- 
ated in the past; and that solely by 
these mild processes, uniform with 
those of the present age, all the past 
changes in geology ought to be ex- 
plained. This doctrine was a God- 
send to the scientific world, eager to 
reject Creation—and Lyell’s Uniform- 
itarianism was accepted. 

The work of arranging the detailed 
order of the fossils, as the index of 
these successive ages, was chiefly the 
work of Agassiz. Making use of the 
recently discovered facts of embry- 
ology he concluded that the precise or- 
der of the fossils in time, for any par- 
ticular group, OUGHT to correspond 
to the embryonic development of the 
MODERN individuals of this group, 
and he arranged the details of the geo- 
logical series accordingly. 

The naming of the geological strata 
is a purely artificial one, pieced to- 
gether from scattered examples in 
various localities here and there, just 
as the living forms are classified in 
a manner which is based upon the 
idea that certain small and apparently 
simple life-forms must have preceded 
other larger and more complex. 

The extremely curious feature of 
this subject is that, after making this 
geological arrangement of fossils, fit 
into a plan of their own choosing, the 
evolutionists offer this arrangement 
as a strong argument for the truth 
of their theory. 

At about the middle of the nine- 
teenth century, it was still a‘ great 
puzzle to understand how the dif- 
ferent species of each strata (species 
each having their own distinctive and 
contrasting features) could possibly 
have any close relationship, in the ab- 
sence of all alleged connecting forms. 


At this psychological moment, 
Charles Darwin appeared with an ex- 
planation so apparently simple and 
workable that his suggestion was wel- 
comed by ascientific world anxious to 
exclude the Creation method of Gene- 
sis from the field. 

Darwin’s idea was based on the 
acknowledged fact that all plants and 
animals are constantly undergoing 
variations, innumerable and minute. 


He postulated that some of these 


changes were beneficial and others 
just the reverse. He asserted that 
Nature selected the changes that were 
advantageous and passed them on to 
future generations, while eliminating 
the variations which were a hindrance 
to the organism. The individuals which 
were fortunate enough to be born with 
beneficial changes were better fitted 
to cope with the Struggle for Exist- 
ence, and therefore survived while 
their less fortunate companions per- 
ished. This, then, is Darwin’s doc- 
trine—Variation, Natural Selection, 
Transmission ot Acquired Character- 
istics, a struggle for Existence and 
Survival of the Fittest. 

But, sad to relate, all of Darwin’s 
ideas, except that of Variation, have 
been proved false. The discovery 
which has revolutionized scientific 
thinking is Mendelism, which gives us 


an entirely new view of variation and | 


heredity. 

_ William Bateson, the great biolo- 
gist, says in “Scientific American Sup- 
plement,” January 3, 1914: 

; “In great measure the properties of organ- 
isms are due to distinct detachable elements 

(unit characters), separately transmitted in 
heredity ; the parent cannot pass on to off- 
spring an element, and the corresponding prop- 
erty which it does not itself possess.” 


Prof. Price writes on this point: 

“Study carefully these two principles of Men- 
delism noting how inevitable the second grows 
out of the first, and how together they leave 
no room for that large half of Darwinism, the 
inheritance of acquired characters. For in 
view of these fixed unit characters which are 
separately transmitted in heredity, variation 
becomes merely a question of the recombina- 
tion of these unit characters in new ways. 
some recessive, some dominant, some omitted 
altogether but none added that are not al- 
ready actual or latent in the parent.’’ 

No reputable zoologist or botanist 
questions the results of Mendel’s Law, 
although the “die-hard” evolutionary 
advocates are fighting to escape the 
inevitable consequence of this epoch- 
making discovery. 

And, of course, these new truths so 
destructive to the theory of evolution, 
have not yet filtered into the popular 
magazines, and the Sunday newspaper 
supplement, from which the masses 
learn their science or into the school 
text-books. 

The main result of Mendelism is 
then, to discredit Darwinism and evo- 
lution.” But there is another fact 
which stands out clearly, and that is, 
that the classification of life-forms 
which has been given us by the evo- 
lutionists is altogether too narrow. 
Thousands of so-called species are 
nothing more than varieties obeying 
the Law of Mendel, and proving the 
infinite possibilities of variety in na- 
ture. 

Evolution finds its main support in 
the successive ages of Geology, to 
which may be added Uniformitarian- 
ism (that the processes going on 
around us are the same today as they 
always have been). It has based its 
position on Spontaneous Generation 
(lite trom lifeless matter), Lamarck- 
ianism (transmission of acquired 
characters), and Darwinism, as out- 
lined above. 

Each of these ideas has been proved 
false or inadequate to account for the 
existence of life-forms, and when this 
is acknowledged, one asks if there 
has been anything substituted in their 
place. Mutation, or sudden jumps or 
changes taking place in one gener- 
ation, was expected to help out the 
situation for the transformist, but 
that too, has been discredited as quite 
insufficient. 

With gradual long-continued 
changes, and the only other explana- 
tion (sudden, large changes)—re- 
moved from the list of possible fac- 
tors, what remains of evolution? It 
must now be acknowledged that it is 
as extinct as the dodo, “Requiescat 
in pace.” ;

GET BACK TO BEGINNINGS. 


In this article I wish to get back to 
the very beginning of the Bible, to the 
very first of the first chapter, “In 
the beginning God created the heaven 
and the earth.” Obviously, we have 
here the real creation of the stuff of 
which the heavenly bodies and the 
earth are composed. 


Two views have been expressed 
about this verse: 


1. That all the stuff, or matter, of 
the universe was made at some long- 
remote period; and that subsequently 
(we do not know how long after- 
wards) this material was taken in 
hand and fashioned into the earth 
and its living inhabitants, as recorded 
in the rest of the first chapter. 


2. That the stuff, or matter, of 
which our earth and the solar system 
are composed was called into existence 
at the beginning of this first week of 
time; this expression, “In the begin- 
ning” meaning the beginning of this 
creative week. 


I confess frankly I do not know how 
to settle this point at all satisfactor- 
ily. Plenty of arguments can be pre- 
sented for each position; but so far as 
I am aware, they are all conjectural, 
and not absolutely conclusive. Neither 
in the Bible nor in a sound Christian 
philosophy (with the help of the best 
available science) do I find a conclu- 
sive answer to the one or the other of 
these positions. I may have my opin- 
ion, and the reader may have his; but I 
do not see how either of us is to be 
able to convince the other. Hence, 
what is the use of discussing the mat- 
ter? “The secret things belong unto 
the Lord our God: but those things 
which are revealed belong unto us and 
to our children forever.” Deuteron- 
omy 29:29. 


When we reach the second verse of 
this first chapter we at once meet with 
another kind of difficulty; for we can 
not make any headway with this verse 
until we are prepared to decide how 
we are also to handle or interpret the 
rest of the chapter. For the chapter 
as a whole there are three views, and, 
so far as I know, only three possible 
views regarding them. These three 
views, or interpretations, are, of 
course, besides the evolutionary, or 
Modernistic, view that makes the 
whole thing a myth or a mystical 
poem (7), with no real meaning 
whatever. Of course this first chap- 
ter is not written as poetry in the 
Hebrew, and never was meant as a 
poem; and to figure it away in this 
fashion is to throw away all the rest 
of the Bible except what we, in our 
supposedly infallible judgment, think 
is all right. 


But leaving out of consideration this 





evolutionary view of the beginning of 
things, we have three possible inter- 
pretations, all of which have at some 
time in the past been heid by good 
people, earnest Christian people. More 
than that, all three of these methods 
of interpreting the first part of the 
Bible are still being held by some peo- 
ple among the class calied Funda- 
mentalists in this country, who are 
called Bible Loyalists in England. It 
will be in order to consider all three 
ot these positions. 


But we shall also find that each of 
the three views to be considered pres- 
ently is inextricably bound up with a 
certain method of dealing with the 
seventh and eighth chapters, which are 
the chapters relating to the Flood. 
Accordingly, we must consider these 
three views as wholes; that is, as deal- 
ing with the first chapter and also 
dealing with the record of the Flood in 
the seventh and eighth chapters. 


1. The Interval, or Restitution, 
Theory. According to this view, the 
world had been created long before, 
perhaps many millions of years before, 
but long afterwards something had 
happened to this world, which put it in 
this condition of being “waste and 
void” or “desolate and empty,” all the 
living things which had previously ex- 
isted having been destroyed in some 
manner not stated. Thus it is said 
that this verse represents a vast or in- 
determinate interval between the orig- 
inal creation and the restoration or 
restitution mentioned in the remainder 
of the chapter, which brought the 
world into its present state. Hence the 
name of this theory. 


Deluge Discounted 


This view takes the days of creation, 
as mentioned in the rest of the chap- 
ter, quite literally. As for the Deluge, 
it takes that also at its face value, ap- 
parently, but strange enough it does 
not assign any geological work as hav- 
ing been done by this universal de- 
luge; for it says that all the hosts of 
animals and plants represented by the 
fossils found in the rocks had lived 
and died during the unrecorded period 
of the earth’s previous history. It does 
not give any reason why this pre- 
Adamite world was all destroyed, 
though it infers that its destruction, 
perhaps, had something to do with the 
fall of, Lucifer and his banishment to 
this earth,—a rather fanciful reason, 
as it seems to me, or at least a rea- 
son that has no positive proof behind 
it. Moreover, this view gives us no 
moral reason at all for all the long 
period of suffering and death among 
the pre-Adamite animals, which was 
anterior to the sin of mankind, which 
we had supposed was the cause of all 
our woe. In addition, it does not give 
any adequate explanation of the fact 
that among the fossils we find so 
many thousands of plants and animals 
which seem exact duplicates of plants 
and animals now living in our modern 
world. 


This latter difficulty is such a ser- 
ious one to the student of natural 
science that I do not know of any per- 
son with a reasonable scientific train- 
ing who has ever held this view in 
modern times. This view was first 










propounded by Thomas Chalmers, a 
celebrated Scottish minister, about 
1812. It was adopted by William 
Buckland, a teacher of geology at Ox- 
ford, also by Cardinal Wiseman some 
time later. At one time it had quite 
a vogue; and it is still held by many 
Fundamentalist ministers. It ought 
also to be mentioned that Justin Mar- 
tyr, Origen, and others of the church 
Fathers taught that the second verse 
of Genesis refers to a previous cre- 
ation; but these. men did not connect 
this alleged pre-Adamite creation with 
any such facts as are now revealed to 
us by geology, for there was no 
geology in their day. 


2. The Day-Period Theory. This 
view dates from the time of Hugh Mil- 
ler, the pioneer Scotch geologist, who 
seems to have been the first to pro- 
pose it about the middle of the nine- 
teenth century as a method of “har- 
monizing” the record of the first chap- 
ter of Genesis with the long ages then 
becoming familiar to the world 
through the work of the evolutionary 
geologists. This Day-Period theory was 
ardently defended by such good men 
as Sir William Dawson, James D. 
Dana, W. E. Gladstone, and many 
others. 


This view accepts the long ages of 
the geologists, and tries to stretch out 
the days of creation so as to fit the 
geological periods. In this it is dis- 
counting the plain and unambiguous 
language of the Bible and is taking at 
full face value the fanciful distinctions 
made by the evolutionary geologists 
between their alleged successive types 
of life. It never succeeded in making 
a good fit between the “days” of crea- 
tion and the geological periods; and 
with the passing of time, practically 
all who have held to the geological 
periods have lost all interest in trying 
to equate the days of creation with 
these long periods of time, and have 
become evolutionists instead. As for 
the record of the Flood, this Day-Per- 
iod theory endeavors to make light of 
it as having effected anything in the 
way of changes in the face of the 
earth. Like the ordinary geologists, 
the advocates of this view have always 
minimized the Flood as much as pos- 
sible, saying that it was only a small 
local catastrophe which happened near 
the place where the human race or- 
iginated. 


Objections to Second Theory 


I can not do more than allude to the 
many serious objections to this view. 
It not only renders the Sabbath al- 
most meaningless, but it adopts a sys- 
tem of interpretation for this first 
part of the Bible which has permitted 
the “liberal” theologian to play fast 
and loose with the rest of the Bible. 
Looking at this theory in its effects, 
its fruits, as seen in the perspective of 
the history of nearly a century, we see 
that it was merely the camel’s head 
of the evolution theory, which, under 
the influence of some good men, like 
Miller, Dawson, and Gladstone, got its 
nose into the Christian tent some two 
generations ago, and is now trying 
to take full possession of Protestant- 
ism and to drive all true Bible felig- 
ion out. 


It was a terrible blunder for the 
Christian church to adopt such a 
method of interpreting the days of 
creation as immensely long periods of 
time. It was a needless and ludicrous 
blunder; for it has now been proved 
very conclusively that these long geo- 
logical “ages” have no real existence 
except as a pure assumption on the 
part of evolutionary geology. These

Catastrophism says that there is no

If our oil and gas 
deposits were really formed chiefly 
by the great quantities of fish which 
were suddenly entombed and finally 
distilled into hydrocarbons, as many 
scientific men are now saying, the

‘From the Roman Catholic 
Church to the Baptist Ministry

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(A thrilling personal testimony by a prominent pastor, 
telling of his conversion from the study for the Roman 
Catholic Priesthood, to saving faith in Jesus Christ and 


the ministry.

REV. E. A. EARNS. 


While my Mother was visiting in 
Germany she became acquainted with 
an Army Officer to whom she was 
later married and at her wish they 
came to the United States and re- 
sided in Buffalo. Father, an aristo- 
cratic German, never liked the United 
States. After three children, a girl 
and twin boys, had come into the fam- 
ily, he prevailed upon Mother to re- 
turn to Germany. We made our home 
at first in Prussia, but later settled 
in Bavaria. 


He was a Roman Catholic and Mo- 
ther a Lutheran. But she had agreed 
to raise the children in his faith, fur- 
ther promising also to embrace Cath- 
olicism. This was done when the 
children had become old enough to 
take the first Communion. Just be- 
fore this event, we, as well as Mother, 
were christened in the Catholic Faith, 
although we had been christened at 
the instigation of our grandparents, 
by a Lutheran pastor when we were 
babies. The priest did not want to ac- 
cept the Lutheran baptism, hence it 
was done over again. Well do I recall 
that lengthy service with imposing 
rituals! 


Soon after this, two monks came 
to our home. There is a custom of 
blessing the homes at the beginning 
of the New Year. The two monk 
priests came for this purpose. At 
once they won the hearts of myself 
and twin brother. They presented us 
with some fancy pictures of Saints, 
the Virgin and the Christ Child. We 
were captivated. Nothing else would 
do. Both of us wanted to become 
priests and wanted to join the order of 
the Franciscans. Although father 
was a Catholic, he did’nt relish this 
idea at first and it took some persua- 
sion to let us go to school for that 
purpose. We were tutored at home 
and had quite a working knowledge 
of Latin before entering the school. 
We made our home in the Franciscan 
monastery, going to the public pre- 
paratory school. There we lived with 
about another hundred boys who like- 
wise had come to study for the priest- 
hood. Here we saw the life of the 
priests at first hand. Their inconsis- 


tency, their lack of spir_‘uality and 
‘their misconduct; their lack of sym- 





often shocked us. We were old enough 
to question things in their lives as be- 
ing inconsistent with their calling. But 
it only made us determined to conduct 
ourselves in the proper way, when 
once we had received our ordination to 
the priesthood, and we promised each 
other to live lives befitting our office 
as vicegerents of God. . 


The discipline was rather strict; 
they often stifled our play spirit and 
curbed it to a point of breaking. We 
were told that we were preparing for 
a holy life and must be willing to 
make such sacrifices. I reca!] one in- 
cident when we had much fun with a 
toboggan in the winter time only to 
find it hid the next day. Our fun 
seemed innocent, but alas we were de- 
prived of our pleasure. And it hurt. 


During this period of study, going 
home only for tne summer vacation, 
Mother visiting us occasionally, which 
was always a great delight, we both 
came to the place where we doubted 
some of the teachings of the Catholic 
Faith. The greatest difficulty came 
when we first were taughi concern- 
ing the teaching which gives the priest 
the power to transfer the wafer into 
the actual body of Christ. ‘he teacii- 
ing was, of course, that the prayer oi 
the priest was the means. But how 
could these men be used for such a 
holy and wonderful purpose while 
their lives so inconsistent? We were 
told that although the priests did 
wrong that they could confess to other 
priests and were then tit again to go 
and perform this wonderful ritual in 
the holy mass. We questioned that 
the celebration of the mass was only 
symbolic, and that it was not in the 
language that Christ promised to be 
actually present in the bread. In mak- 
ing our confession to the priest con- 
cerning these doubts, we refrained, of 
course to mention the inconsistency of 
the priesthood as one of the contribut- 
ing factors. Fear possessed us; with 
faithfulness did we carry out the pen- 
nance, which in one instance was the 
praying of the Lords prayer five times 
daily for one month! But we returned 
to the confession only to tell of the 
doubts again. I recall one occasion, 
when I was to carry out a nine day 
vow for one of the saints. I was 
to pray a certain prayer to Saint Aloy- 
sius for nine days. This was to end 
on a Sunday. The Saturday evening 


before I went to the confession as the - 


plan called for. I was to take the 
communion the next morning. I rose 
for the five o’clock mass. And then 
I hoped for a wonderful blessing. I 
had taken the wafer (the laity never 
gets the wine) and was trying to get 
from my prayers of the prayerbook 
the blessing I was looking for. I was 
honestly reaching out after God. My 
little heart was hungry for God. I 
closed the book and tried for the first 
time to put my own words into prayer. 
Although years passed before I was 
converted, I believe that this prayer 
was answered on the day of my con- 
version. 


‘In this hope of the priesthood we 
were both very sincere. And such was 
the earnestness of our desire that we 


vis ® 
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had an altar erected in our room ‘with 








full paraphernalia. Mother had made 
us a full outfit to celebrate the mass. 
The garments were in every detail like 
the priests wore. Again and again we 
would go through the ritual of the 
mass; one serving as the altar boy, the 
other as the priest; this order was 
then reversed often the same after- 
noon. These were days of visions and 
expectancy. They were happy days of 
boyish dreams. On one occasion I 
recall climbing into a tree using it for 
a pulpit and trying to preach. One of 
the priests overheard me and made 
light of it to my dismay, but without 
stifling my aspirations. 


After Father succumbed to an in- 
curable disease, Mother longed for her 
people in the States. Our grandpar- 
ents were “Protestant heretics.” We 
boys did not want to go. Later the 
thought of the ocean trip and the joy 
of traveiing and the new country made 
us willing to go. When we landed 
in Buffalo Mother did an unusual 
thing. She requested us not to let our 
grandparents know that we had turned 
Cathoi.c. Often have I wondered why 
she ever did this! But we agreed, 
hesitatingly. It proved the first step 
in an increasing indifference toward 
the church, but not without its occas- 
sional pangs of a troubled conscience. 


The first time I entered a Lutheran 
Church with my grandmother, stands 
out before me. I shall never forget 
the sensation. I felt like a criminal. 
I had entered a heretics church. The 
whole service was strange. I felt un- 
easy and was glad when it was all 
over. But our indifference continued 
to grow. The Spirit was working in 
our hearts. 


One day my brother met me in the 
hallway of the apartment. I stopped 
him and suggested that I had some- 
thing on my mind to discuss with him 
which had troubled me for a few days. 
Then I proceeded to tell him that I 
thought we ought to return to the 
Catholic Church, go to the confession 
and take the communion. He was 
surprised, for this was identically the 
thing that he had in mind to tell 
me. We went to the confession the 
following Saturday, but did not go to 
the communion. 


Not many weeks after this Brother 
returned home one evening informing 
me that he had listened to the Salva- 
tion Army preaching on the street and 
he felt convinced that the Catholic 
Church was wrong. He had definitely 
accepted the Lord Jesus Christ as his 
personal Saviour and felt that he was 
now saved. I laughed him out of 
court; I scoffed; I fumed. I accused 
him of falling in love with one of the 
Salvation Army Lassies and was sure 
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of it a few days later when I saw 
walking down the street with one’ 
the girls in uniform. He went 
and gave his testimony on the stre 
I went around an entire block ave 
ing the place of preaching at the ¢ 
ner, because I was ashamed of hb 
I told his friends that he had go 
crazy on religion and a Saly 
Army girl. But he kept sweet, p 
for his erring Brother, and at Ch 
mas presented me with a Bible wh 
I flung at him. The Spirit continu 
to work. I, too, listened once in 
while to the street preaching; occas 
sionally 1 went to a Protestant sery- 
ice with Brother. I became at leas 
tolerant. 





























































Our sister had gone home. Although 
she aied as a Vathoiic, I believe I shall 
see her again.

Mathews of the Divinity School of the 
University of Chicago says, “We may 
respect the religious insight of the 
men who wrote the Scriptures, but 
we cannot accept the views on science 
of men who had no telescopes or other 
apparatus.” In other words the Bible 
cannot be depended upon because the 
men who wrote it were not trained 
in the sciences of our day!

By legends, he referred to such things 
as the story of His Virgin Birth, 
Resurrection, Ascension, etc. 


Within the sacred bounds of pul- 
pits all over this country, we have 
men standing every Sunday preach- 
ing a Christ without a Deity, a Gospel 
without a redemptive note. Many 
of them subscribe to much the same 
things that Bob Ingersoll believed. 


Two Christs 


Two Christs are being preached in 
the world today. The Bible Christ, 
and the Modernist Christ. What sort 
of a Christ do the Modernists preach? 
They preach a man. A manufactured 
product whose presence is not por- 
trayed in the Bible. ; 


They have a man whose coming 
was not foretold in Bible prophecies, 
a man who came as the natural pro- 
duct of evolution, a man who was not 
supernaturally born, a man who was 
the son of a woman of questionable 
character. This man was uneducated 
and played heavily upon the emotions 
of the unlearned people of his day. 
He made serious mistakes and held 
many of the mistaken views of his 
time. He paid for his mistakes with 
his own life and died a martyr to his 
mistaken idealism. He performed no 
miracles. His body went into the 
tomb and never came out. To think of 
such a man coming to earth on the 
clouds of heaven is silly.

The indictment that I bring against 
these scholarly gentlemen may be 
stated in the words of Mary, kneeling 
before the emptv grave. An angel 
questions her. “Woman why weepest 
thou? Whom seekest thou?” Mary 
sobs, “They have taken away my Lord 
and I know not where they have laid 
Him.” That is our charge against 
these men who have destroyed the 
faith and Christian experiences of 
multitudes. They have taken away 
my Lord, the Lord of the Bible! 


Now consider the Bible Christ in 
all His dignity and power. His Vir- 
gin Birth was predicted hundreds of 
vears in advance by the prophet in 
Isaiah 7:14. Micah placed his finger 
upon God’s divine geography and said 
he would be born in Bethlehem. 
Herod’s decree to destroy all the male 
children was announced in Jeremiah 
81:15. Josenh’s vision was predicted 
by Hosea. That Jesus would be a man 
of sorrows was predicted by Isaiah 


~ in the fifty third chapter and the 


third verse. Confirming this, it is 
significant to note that we have no 
record that Jesus ever laughed while 
He was on the earth. 


_ The Triumphal Entry of the Lord 
into Jerusalem was announced by 
Zechariah. That He would be for- 
saken by his disciples was predicted 
by the same prophet. That Jesus would 
stand silent before His persecutors was 
prophesied by Isaiah. Exact details 
are given by the prophets surround- 
ing His crycifixion, death and resur- 
rection. Zechariah said that the man 
who betrayed Him would receive 
thirty pieces of silver for his ignoble 
deed. The conscience stricken Judas 
returns with the money. The High 
Priest fondles it a moment and says, 
“This is blood-money. It is not law- 
ful to put it into the treasury. I will 
buy a place in the potter’s field.” This 
was predicted in Zechariah 11:13. 
That not a bone in the body of Jesus 
would be broken on the Cross was an- 
nounced in Psalms 34:20. His resur- 
rection was prophesied in Psalms 16: 
10. In Matthew He is the Rejected 
King of the Jews. In John, He is the 
Eternal Son. In Acts, He is the 
Ascended Lord. In Romans, He is 
our Divine Substitute. In Corin- 
thians, He is the First-fruits of them 
that slept. In Hebrews, He is the 
High Priest, and in Revelation, He is 
our Coming King. 


This is the BIBLE CHRIST. JESUS

I will speak of three things. His 
Atonement, Virgin Birth and Resur- 
rection. 


Atonement 


That word means exactly what it 
says. At-one-ment. Jesus on the 
Cross, one hand on earth, the other 
in heaven, bringing heaven and earth 
together in a reconciliation. One arm 
around His Faith, the other around 
humanity, bringing God and man to- 
gether in an at-one-ment. 


Vicarious Atonement involves a 

mystery that cannot be explained with 
mortal tongue. It is a plan conceived 
in the heart of the Infinite and we 
finite beings cannot speak infinite 
words. It must be gripped in faith. 
There is much about the atonement 
that can be understood, of course, and 
more that can be demonstrated. 
A. C. Dixon that prince of pre- 
achers who’ went only recently to his 
heavenly reward told of some peculiar 
rules used in the little schools of 
North Carolina in an early day. One 
rule, used in one school, was that any 
boy found stealing the lunch of an- 
other boy, should receive across his 
back, with his coat removed, thirty- 
nine lashes from a switch administered 
by the hand of the teacher. One winter 
some lunches were missed and a little, 
sickly, weak eleven year old fellow 
was caught in the act. 


Standing before the desk, trembling 
from head to foot, the little fellow 
begged the teacher not to whip him. 
The teacher instructed him to remove 
his coat. With tears streaming down 
his cheeks, the little fellow pulled a 
little neg out of his coat, for he had 
no buttons on it. Another peg was 
removed, and another. His coat fell 
open and the teacher saw his little 
bare breast. He had on no shirt. 


About that time, a big mountaineer 
lad got up in the rear of the little log 
school house, coming down the isle, 
he said, “Teacher, please don’t whip 
that boy. I know the poverty in 
which he lives. I know he comes to 
school hungry many days.

The fact of the Resurrection gives 
Christianity a distinction that no other 
religion enjoys. It clinches our faith. 
I do not share the views of that Mod- 
ernist who said it would not interfere 
with his faith if some one would find 
the bones of Jesus in a tomb. Dis- 
prove the Resurrection story, repudi- 
ate the fact of our Lord’s Resurrec- 
tion, and my faith is wrecked. It 
was this that clinched Paul’s faith 
and inspired him to make the Resur- 
rection the very corner-stone of Chris- 
tian theology. ; 


Our joy is in the empty grave. “He 
is not here” was the testimony of the 
angel. I stood recently beside. of 
Lincoln’s tomb in Springfield, Illinois. 
That was a sacred spot. With friends, 
one day I saw a little glass locket in 
the Congressional Library Building of 
Washington, D. C., in which there was 
deposited a pinch of white dust. It 
was a portion of the dust of 
Christopher Columbus. Leaving Wash- 
ington we went down the Potomac 
to Arlington. There I viewed the 
grave of William Jennings Bryan, and 
that was, to me, a sacred spot. At 
Mt. Vernon, there is a simple tomb 
where the mortal remains of George 
Washington were placed. Millions of 
Buddhists look at the great Bell 
Shaped building in India as the most 
sacred spot in the world because there 
rests the dust of Buddha. But, as 
Christians, we rejoice in AN EMPTY 
GRAVE. He is risen. Jesus Only.
